Protestant church official who has 
just completed a survey of the situa­ 
tion in the Protestant seminaries as 
saying that very few people under­ 
stand the gravity of the crisis which 
the Protestant churches are facing.

that “as 
many men are needed each year to fill 
the vacancies in the chur’ches as are 
in the total seminaries of all classes. 
It would be exceedingly interesting 
to know why this decline in the num­ 
ber of candidates for the ministry in 
the Protestant 
churches 
has come 
about. 
These churches 
are 
raising 
more money than they ever raised be­ 
fore, are building more beautiful edi­ 
fices of worship, are engaging in lar­ 
ger activities. 
How 
does it happen 
that more pulpits 
are going 
vacant 
than ever before? 
An authoritative 
answer must be found if the churches 
in which this condition exists are to 
grow and play their part in the de­ 
velopment of the spiritual life of the 
American people.

shot, and 
Arthur C. Burch of Evanston, 111., a 
former 
classmate 
of Mrs. Oben- 
chain and her divorced husband at 
Northeastern University. 
No for­

Burch was returned to Los An­ 
geles 
last 
afternoon 
from 
Las 
Vegas, Nev., where lie was arrested 
Saturday night while on his way 
home from the coast. From admis­ 
sions he made, the police said, they 
were able to learn that an automo­ 
bile had been rented the night Ken­ 
nedy was slain and that the man 
who obtained the car, while giving 
the name “J. W. Jones,” gave his 
address as that of the home of the 
only relatives Burch has in Los An­ 
geles. 
Til is car was driven to the 
scene of Kennedy’s death, and the 
police averted that 
the 
peculiar 
markings of the tires was similar 
to that of the machine used by inc 
slayer of Kennedy. 
The keeper of the hotel in which 
Burch rented a room, across the 
street from Kennedy’s office, iden­ 
tified Mrs. Obenchain as the “fe­ 
male 
cousin” 
who 
had 
visited 
Burch at the hotel room. 
Burch 
had admitted, Deputy Sheriff Jos­ 
eph Nolan said, that he came to Los 
Angeles from his home in Evans­ 
ton on 
a telegraphic 
request of 
Mrs. Obenchain; that he rented a 
room opposite the office of Kenne­ 
dy and that Mrs. Obenchain, dis­ 
guised with a wig, visited him at 
his hotel room. 
Search continued unsuccessfully 
for the shotgun with which Ken­ 
nedy was shot down wThile at his 
summer 
cottage 
searching for a 
“lucky penny” 
with 
Mrs. Oben­ 
chain, vwho had obtained a divorce, 
she said, in order to marry him. 
She had at first told the police that 
she had asked Kennedy to go to 
the cottage to look for this penny, 
which she had buried a year ago, 
but later said that Kennedy wras 
the one who 
suggested 
the trip. 
H er story was somewhat confused, 
the police said, and they also an­ 
nounced that her vision did not co­ 
incide with that told by Burch, al­ 
though both protested they had no 
knowledge of the man who did the 
shooting, and Mrs. Obenchain re­ 
peatedly declared her love for Ken­ 
nedy.
